THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 

The east-bound freight shipments by rail 
have greatly fallen off during the past week. 
The shipments for the week ending June 4 
were 31,156 tons, against 38,748 tons the week 
previous,—a decrease of 7,568 tons. The 
shipments at this season of the year should 
be about twice as much as they are, and this 
would not work the roads to more than half 
their capacity. Almostany one of the larger 
lines leading East from this city has the ca- 
pacity of carrying about as much as was car- 
ried during the past week by the six Eastern 
pool lines combined. As is usual when 
business is very light the air ts full of ru- 
mors regarding cuts in rates by some of the 
roads that are behind in their percentages. 
The roads deny these rumors, but yet 
it is nerally” believed that they are 
true. ‘he contracts made at the 
25-cent rate have all been carried, and there 
are but few dealers who will ship-at the 30- 
cent rate when they can do it for much less 
by lake and canal. he roads cannot afford 
to lie idle during the summer, and for this 
reason they will be compelled’ to make con- 
tracts at cut rates as long as the Eastern 
trunk managers refuse to concede to a gen- 


eral reduction in east-bound rates. As far-}

Among 
the persons with whom this division was 
made, it is said, may be found Government 
officials and Congressmen.

Juper HAwes exhibited some becoming 


indignation yesterday in thé Criminal Court 
at the application of Johnhy Lamb, backed 
by the two affidavits required, for a change 
of venue, excluding all the Judges of Cook 
County except McAllister and Barnum from 
presiding at the new trial which the Supreme 
Court has given the man who was once 
convicted of the murder of Officer 
Rate. Judge Hawes took Océasioh to 
say that he did not know Lamb, never 
saw him, had not read the newspapers 
concer the case, and did not believe the 
other Judges excluded had any more preju- 
dice against the prisoner than himself. Ile 
denounced the affidavits as perjuries, and 
took the case under advisement to determine 
whether it is in his power, under the law, to 
circumvent this common device for cheating 
justice. The new law, which limits a change 
of venue on account of alleged prejudice to 
two Judges in the county, seems to have 
been passed without the emergency clause; 
and hence will not go into effect until after 
the first of next month. This new law, how- 
ever, is a recognition of the injustice of the 
old law which enables murderers and crim! 
nals to select some one Judge to try them to 
the exclusion of all the others, It is to be 
hoped that Judge Hawes will discover some 
means for defeating the scheme of Lamb’s 
attorney till the hew law shall take effect. 
At all events, he has had the satisfaction of 
freeing his mind as to thé character of 
attorneys who practicé upon the basis of 
change of venue. f 


THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

The Legisiature wisely took no action on 
the scheme to authorize the people of this 
city to ereate a debt of ten to fourteen mill- 
ions of dollars to erect Water-Works at 
Lake Forest and bring the water by a land 
tunnel to Chicago. We print a statement 
this morning of a plan now under exam- 
ination by the Mayor for an increase of 
the city’s supply of water, and the rid- 
dance of the évils of sewage and ice 
whieh so seriously threatened not only the 
purity of our present water-supply, but also 
threatened its serious obstruction. The pres- 
ent tunnel was projected fifteen years ago, 
when the population of the city was less than 
half its present number. Since then the 
tunnel has been duplicated, and still the sup- 
ply is hardly adequate to the wants of the 
city, and will eertainly be insufficient five 
years henée. 

Experience has also shown radical defects 
in the present crib and its arrangement for 
receiving water. The inlets to the erib are 
only five feet beiow the stirface of the water 
of the lake, and of course, a direct guction be- 
ing furifished, the crib receives into its cylin- 
der the water from the surface of the lake, 
together with all that may be floating or car- 
ried along by that surface water. These in- 
lets being near the surface of the water are 
directly under the effects of the icé which 
banks up around the erib, requiring last year 
the continued labor of & large force of men to 
keep the inlets open. The water at the crib 
is only thirty feet deep, and the wash, in the 
comparativély shallow Water, has practically 
closed one of the inlets, and obstructed aser- 
ond one. A new crib is therefore a necessity 
for the future, not only to increase the sup- 
ply, but also to escape the results of the de- 
fects in the present one. 

The plan described in Tur Tammo this 
morning is to extend the present tunnels 
from the present crib to a point six miles 
from the shore, where the water is from fifty 


| to sixty feet deep. At this point it is pro- 


posed to build a new erib, or “aqua-port” 
(water-gate), On an improved plan. The 
architect is the same gentleman who designed 
the present crib, and has practical experience 
not only of the defects of that structure, but 
knows how to avoid their evil effects. 

He points out that the water from the river, 
passing into the lake, retains its volume dis- 
tinet from the lake to ah immense distauce; 
but this body of river water, being warmer 
and lighter than the lake water, floats near 
the surface, and rarély if ever sinks more 
than fi feet from thé surface. It will be 
seen, then, that when the river water is carried 
near the crib, it strikes the inlets to that 
structure and is carried by the suction down 
into the tunnels. This, the greatest of all

Tue matter of best is put down at one 


hundred thousand dollars for the extension 
of the present two tunnels to the pew crib, 
making 4 total of $2,500,000. The new 
lishinent, however, will be arrahged with 
provision for two additional tunnels, to be 
constructed when the city may need them. 
The whole will havea capacity for furnishing 
water enough to supply a population of two 
millions ot people. 

We commend the paper to the careful 
reading of the public. It certainly offers a 
solution of the present difficulties. It se- 
cures to the city an abundance of pure and 
at all times cold water, free of icé, and free 
of all contamination from the sewage of 
the city. Its cost is not so excessive as to be 
deemed extravagant, considering the grow- 
ing hecessity and the present difficdlties 
which threaten the water-su pply.

SANITARY INSPECTION. 

Among the laws passed by the late Legisla- 
ture of lecal importance to Clitcago was one 
entitled “An act for the regulation and in- 
spection of tenement and lodging-houses, and 
other places of habitation,” in eities which 
have a population of more than 50,000 people. 
This law makes it the duty of architects and 
builders, not merely of tenements and lodg- 
ing houses, but of all places of habitation, to 
submit complete plans and specifications to 
the City Health Commissioner in order that 
the latter may approve or reject the same on 
account of the appliances provided for prop- 
er ventilation of rooms, light and air shafts, 
ventilation of water-closets, drainage, and 
plumbing. It is also made the duty of the 
plamber, or the contractor for the plumbing- 
work, to receive a written certificate of n- 
struction from the Health Commissioner be- 
fore beginning work on a new building, and 
to proceed according to the plans, specifica- 
tions, and instructions as approved by the 
Health Commissioner. It is the further 
duty of the plumber, before covering 
up his work, to notify the Health Commis- 
sioner that it is ready for inspection, and he 
is forbidden to conceal the plumbihg work 
until the same shall have been approved. A 
fine of not less than $100 nor more than $200 
is attached asa penalty for a violation of this 
law by builder, contractor, or plumber, and 
a forfeiture of license for one year upon a 
second conviction. 

This law is broad and specific enough to 
enabie the city authorities to establish a 
thorough system of inspection of plumbing 
appliances; but, like many other State laws 
of a municipal bearing, it will be a dead- 
letter unless the Oouncil shall provide the 
necessary machinery for its enforcement. 
Tun Trtpuns, in an inspection of its own 
undertaking, has exposed the frightful eon- 
dition of many of the tenements in this city, 
but the Health Department has claimed that 
it did not posseds the necessary authority 
to compel a fectifidation of palpable de- 
fects. The new law will at least 
provide thé authority, and. 
make it the duty of the Health Com- 
missioner to compel the adoption of proper 
appliances in all new buildings, and it may 
de supplemented bya city ordinance which 
shall extend the inspection system to tene- 
ment and lodging-house, where there is 
reason to suspect a lack of adequate sewer- 
age and proper ventilation. 

It is no longer a matter ot conjecture that 
a certain class of diseases are promoted by 
defective sewerage, and much of the lassi- 
tude and bad feeling’ peculiar to life in 
crowded communities which does not take 
the well-deflned shape of disease is similarly 
due to lack of ventilation. It is equaily true 
that science and experiment during the past 
few years have developed greatly the appli- 
ances for ridding households of sewer-gas 
and providing the needed supply of 
pure air. It is the indifference, neg- 
ligence, and parsimony of landlords and 
householders, along with the ignorance 
and dishonesty of plumbers, that require 
watching. Considerations of public health 
demand that the city authorities provide 
thorough inspection and inteiligent direc- 
tion to avert the disasters of defective plumb- 
ing. Chicago, though already a great city, 
is still a }oung and growing community, and 
if a protective system of inspection be estab- 
lished now, and maintained with vigilance 
and honesty, the extent of disease and rate 
of deaths will be lower in this city than any 
other of large dimensions. The Mayor 


should give this subject his special attention.

STATESMANSHIP AND DRAW-POKER. 

Great importance has always been at- 
tached in this country to the game of cards 
known as draw-poker. There is a certain 
National sentiment about it. It is the subject 
either of intolerant condemnation or extrava- 
gant eulogy. To a certain proportion of the 
people it is a great sin and to others a great 
amusement. But all alike have been in- 
clined of late years to concede its influence 
in American affairs. Just how big a thing 
draw-poker really is, however, it remained 
for the Conkling imbroglio to demonstrate. 
It was draw-poker, it seems, that precipitated 
upon the country the sensation of Conkling’s 
resignation. The story goes that Mr. Conk- 
ling intrusted his resignations into the hands 
of a messenger to be delivered to Gov. Cor- 
nell early enough for the latter to ascertain 
at Albany the prospects for re@lection. If it 
was found that Mr. Conkling could command 
the necéssary strength in the Legislature to 
return him and his colleague to the Senate, 
then no further communication was to be ex- 
pected, and the resignation were to be 
sent to the United States Senate and the 
Albany Legislature simultaneously. If re- 
election was found upon inquiry to be rather 
doubtful, then Gov. Cornell was to inform 
the New York statesmen at Washington, and 
the resignations were to be withheld. Mr. 
Conkling received no communication from 
Albany, and, assuming that his election was 
sure, he allowed the resignations to go in. 
It seems, however, that his messenger had 
been enticed into what is vulgarly called a 
“little game,“ and, as a consequence, ar- 
rived at Albany too late to admit of the de- 
sired investigation, and thus brought upon 
Conkling and his colleague a struggle Which 
had not been contemplated. 

If this story shall be verified, draw-poker 
will assume even a larger space in American 
history than it has heretofore occupied. Its 
influence has been chiefly social in the past; 
henceforth it will have a direct political 
bearing. There are some people in the coun- 
try who will be disposed to condemn the 
game more than ever. The incident may 
indeed be the means of reforming the

But, 
whether Mr. Conkling is addicted to it or 
not, it is pretty certain that Mr. Conkling In 
this instance was “bluffing.” His resigna- 
tion was intended as a “biaff.” It was not 
te be made until he had satisfied himself that 
he would not be cothpelled to show his hand. 
But, like a good many people who gamble, 
he overplayed himself. We believe the 
wicked peopte who play draw-poker would say 
that he had been “called” and lost his stake, 
A “bluff” is regarded as a rather glorious 
achievement when the person who under- 
takes it succeeds in getting through with- 


out being caught but exposure Al- 
ways carries with it disgrace and 
humiliation. Mr. Oonkiing has been 


exposed. Had he not miscalculated his 
strength in the New York Legislature and 
before the people, he might have played the 
card of fesignation with great flourish and 
gained a new reputation for independence 
and herdism; as it is, he is like a bankrupt 
gamester who is begging small loans on all 
sides ahd making a desperate play to regain 
what he has lost. As in draw-poker, so aman 
must be successful in statesmanship if he 
would be brilliant and magnificent in his 
“bluffs.” It is said that Henry Clay was a 
great poker-player; and his wife, being asked 
on one occasion if she did not regret that her 
husband played ecards so much, replied 
placidly: “Oh, ne,—he never loses.” Mr. 
Conkling ought to have striven to attain the 
same degree of skill before attempting to 
“bluff ’ the President and the people. 


THE NEW DEPARTURE IN EDUCATION. 

When the panic of 1873 struck this country 
it was found necessary for thousands of men 
to leave the cities and towns and seek a 
livelihood by cultivating the soil. There 
were in the towns perhaps five real-estate 
agents, life-insurance agents, bookkeepers, 
doctors, and lawyers where only one could 
make a living.

The crisis which stunned us struck France 
lightly, chiefly by reason of the great diversi- 
ty of the employments of the French people. 
A total failure of the crops is impossibie in 
this eountry, because ot the diversity of our 
soil and climate. France occupies the same 
vantage-ground with regard to her indus- 
tries; they are so diversified that failure is 
Industrially France car- 
ries her eggs in a thousand baskets, while we 
carry ours in a dozen. The necessity for our 
people to go from the town to the country

Then will follow the panic and its 
effeets, and the middleman, and the pro- 
fessional man, and the mechanic, and the 
laborer will seek the green fields fora bare 
living, and the voice of the tramp and the 
Communist will again be heard in the lend.

THE WASTE OF LITIGATION. 

Last week Tht Tunern compiled from 
the records of the Justices of the Peace of 
this city a statement of the humber of civil 
suits instituted before them during several 
months, with an estimate of the judicial 
costs, an estimate of the sums in controver- 
sy, an estimate of the attorneys’ fees, and an 
estimate of the general financial outcome of 
the legislation. The statistics cover the five 
months from Jan. 1 to May 31, 1681. The 
total number of cases was 8,990, whieh for 
convenience sake we will call in round num- 
bers 9,000. These cases are divided into sev- 
eral classes, and in the following proportion: 
30 per cent forcible entry and detainer, 10 
per cent replevin, 290 per cent attachments, 
and 40 per cent in assumpsit. A careful esti- 
mat e of the average costs in these cases, not 
including witness fees, is: Attachments, $5; 
replevins, $4; forcible detainers, $4; assump- 
sit, 82.50. 7 

Taking 9,000 cases as the number for five 
months, the total number of cases for a year 
would be somewhere about 21,600, arid these 
at the average costs stated in each class

The jurisdiction of Justices does not ex- 
ceed sums of $200, and only a small propor- 
tion of the cases equal ohe-half that sum, but 
the legal profession furnishes practitioners 
whose abilities are at the service of clients 
even in cases of the smallest propoftions. A 
few days ago a member of the Bar visited 
the jail and took a fee of 80 cents from a 
crazy man (all he had) to defend him froma 
charge of lunacy.

We have not attempted to include any of 
the fees, costs, or expenditures in cases be- 
yond the trial. We have not included the 
jury fees, nor the costs attending execution, 
levy, seizure, and sale of property. We have 
only aimed at giving an idea of the money 
wasted—practically thrown away—in the 
pursuit of justice in petty controversies in 
the tribunals known, but sadly miscalled, 
“The Poor Man’s Courts.” This estimate 


does not inelude any loss from the waste of 


time by the parties and by their friends, In 
21,600 cases there may be safely estimated 
43,000 persons who are plaintiffs or defend- 
ants, and it may be also added that there is 
an average of four persons to each case, 
either as friend or witness, and that all these 
persons attend on an average two days each, 
making an aggregate wastage of time by par- 
ties, friends, and witnesses equal to 258,800 
days.

Millions of men and women, pethaps half 
our population, are now engaged in occupa- 
tions which had not been thought of in 1781. 
The railway and the telegraph alone prob- 
ably employ fifteen hundred thousand men, 
and it is safe to estimate the number of our 
people supported by these employments at 
five or six millions. We have multiplied our 
occupations during the last hundred years 
almost to the limit of calculation. Not so the 
Turks, nor the Spaniards, nor the Lapps, nor 
the Fins. Wherein lies the difference? In 
the education and training of the different 
peoples. We started with some skill and in- 
telligence, and have increased them. The 
Turks, Spaniards, Lapps, and\Fins started 
with ignorance and stupidity, and they hold 
their own remarkably well. 

In our day an unskilled laborer earns $1.50 
perday. He benefits mankind only by his 
crude labor, and thereby barely returns to 
the community what it costs to support him 
in youth. He originates nothing. and his ig/ 
norance makes him, at times, a dangerous 
citizen. Train this cotmmon laborer to be a 
mechanic and he will repay the cost of his 
“raising,” ahd much more. He will earn 
from two to three dollars a day; he may in- 
vent some useful thing; he will be an intelli- 
gent citizen, and/henee rarely dangerous. 
Add to his mechanical training a good selen- 
tific education he will earn from four to 
five doliars a day, be a more intelligent citi- 
zen, and never dangerous. Thus knowledge 
and skill pay both the individual and society. 
They pay as soon as acquired, and continue 


to pay through life. The man who starts 


with some knowledge and skill at 20, is 
likely to acquire more. Knowledge and skill 
constitute a bank-aceount from which, un- 
like the ordinary bank-account, the mofe 
there is drawn the more there is left. 

If knowledge and skiil are so profitable for 
the individual and the community, why not 
increase them indefinitly? So far as we 
have gone, training has paid a high rate of 
interest. Why not go further? If a little 
training is good, why no} a great deal?

We suppose that the 
amount claimed in thé 21,600 cases will not 
average more than $50 in each case, or a 
total of $1,080,000; for which judgments are 
obtained for about 50 per cent, or $540,000, 
How much is ever collected from these 
judgments is another thing. The costs of 
collecting these petty judgments by execn- 
tion upon the personal property of the de 
fendants is another branch of the subject, 
including, not necessarily, but in fact, some 
of the most infamous and scandalous abuses 
practiced under the forms of law. ‘This, 
however, is something beyond the purpose of 
this article, which is to show the immense 
waste of money and of time (which to the 
litigants generally represents money) in this 
litigation before Justices of the Peace. The 
actual percentage of cash collected under 
these judgments from the defendants is eon- 
siderably less than their face, and the propor- 
tion of money collected by the Constables and 
received by the plaintiffs will show a still 
further reduction. 

If any person will compute the moneygx- 
pended by litizants for fees and costs, wit- 
ness fees, jurors’ fees, attorneys’ fees, and 
compute the value of the time of plaintiffs 
and defendants and friends and sympathizers 
lost and wasted in attendance at these trials, 
he will have no difficulty in reaching the 
conclusion that the cost of reaching and ob- 
taining judgments in the “Poor Man's 
Courts“ equals, if it does not exceed, the 
sum of money ever obtained under the litiga- 
tion thus begun and carried on.

It is questionable whether the facility af- 
forded by tue Jaw to petty litigatié is not & 
cost and burden to those who take part in it. 
It is claimed that the legal remedy of redress 
for debts is essential to the credit of persons 
of limited means, because if there were no 
power to sue for petty debts no man would 
be able te obtain credit for any sum. That was 
a leading argument in years gone by against 
the abolition of imprisofiment for debt, It 
was questioned then whether any man would 
evét be able to get credit, if the power to 
imprison him in case of non-payment was 
taken away, Nevertheless, éredit has sur- 
vived the abolition of that barbaric remedy. 
Does eredit now depend on thé legal power 
to sue a debtor beforea Justice of the Peace ? 
Would any man give another eredit if he 
knew he would have to sue for the debt? 

There ought to be some cheap and stim 
mary proceeding for hearing all petty civil 
contfoversies of a legal character. The pro- 
ceeding should be inexpensive, should be 
prompt, and the person fnstituting a suit 
witheut just and reasonable cause should be 
punished sumimdrily. As it is, the pirsuit of 
justice in tne Poor Man's Courts” is a fraud 
and a delusion, calling for reform of & most 
sweeping character. The fault is not with 
the officers, but with the system, —under 
whieh plaintiffs, defendants, and witnesses 
are all victims; where means, time, and sub- 
stance are consumed to pay the so-called ex- 
penses of administering justice. 


Dra. G. Ketuner, of the Philadelphia 
Demokrat, has, after a thorough research. 
definitly settled the question when and where 
was the first German Bibie and the first German 
newspaper printed in America? In a sefies of 
lectures delivered before the German Pioneer 
Soéiety of Philadelphia, Dr. Keliner bas given 
the result of his investigatiogs to the public. 
The frst German newspaper in the United 
States was printed in Germantown by Christoph 
Saur. r. Mr. Saur was born in 1606, in Ladsphe. 
Westphalia. He came to Germantown in 17%, 
and belonged to the so-called sect of Dunkers, 
or Baptists. Bom a man ot very good education 
ahd wreat experience, gathered during an event- 
ful life, he established at Germantown a German 
printing-office, in thé latter part of 173%. He 
cast his own det ters and made his own printer’s 
ink and paper. He issued the first German 


newspaper ever printed in America, on the 20th 


of August, 1739, under the title of Der Hoch- 
Deutéch Pennaylvanische Geschichts- Schrether, oder 
Samminng wichttyer Nachrichten aus dem Natur 
und Kirchen-Reich. Erstes Stuck (The Penn 
syivania High-German Historian, or & Collection 
of Important News and Information from the 
Realms of Nature and Chureh. First issue). The 
title of the paper indicates that the editor not 
alone printed thé news of the times, but also 
other good and useful information. The paper 
had four pages, containiig two wide col 
umns each, and it measured  thirtech 
by nine inches, the psice of subscrip- 
dom being three shillings, or W cents. 
per annum; all subscribers could advertise free 
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of charge. The demand for the paper increased | 


to such an extent that it soon had to be en- 


larged. Its tong-winded titie was also changed 
to Berichte oder Sammlung wichtiger Nach- 
richten (News Reporter and Collector). The 
first numbers of the paper are in possession of 
the German Society of Philadelphia. Mr. Saur 
also printed a yearly almanac, which he con- 
tinued for forty years.

A WOMAN PREACHER. 
New York 

It is some years sincé thé attempt of wom- 
er to force themselves into the pulpit in this 
country began. The attempt has not been 
wholly unsuccessful, and, singularly enough, 
the very sects which have admitted women 
to the pulpit are those whieh profess the 
most profound reverence for the Scriptures. 
It is not to be denied that St. Paul expressly 
forbids women to preach, and the only way 
in which this prohibision can be set aside is 
by ussuming that St. Paul’s direcuons are to 
be followed only so far as they may com- 
mend themselves to our approval,—an as- 
sumption which Mr. Bob Ingersoll would 
be very ready to make, but which seems 
somewhat inconsistent with the professed 
creed of the evangelical sects. Although 
certain sects have refused to ordain—after 
their manner—woman preachers, they have, 
nevertheless, permitted women to occupy 
their pulpits as a sort of volunteer clergy,— 
to be distinguished by outside people from 
the regular clerical army. How many women 


preachers have been in active service during 


the pust winter is not precisely known, but 
that the number was diminished by one 
early in April last is a fact which there is no 
reason to conceal. 

The Rev. Miss Ann Eliza Smith was born 
of Methodist parents, and until she reached 
the age of 14 wasan ardent Methodist. At 
that period, however, she began to turn her 
attention to the study of theology and eccle- 
siastical history, making use of such pro- 
found works as “Appletons’ Cyclopedia” 
and two religious newapapers, one of which 
was Methodist and the other Baptist in its 
views. For some time she hovered on the 


brink of several fascinating heresies, the: 


adoption of any one of whicn would have en- 
titled her to the delights of moral martyr- 
dom, but she finally decided to reject them 
all and to content herself by becoming a 
Baptist.

Her next religious eccentricity was her de- 
termination to become a preacher. She told 
her father that she had a call to the ministr 
which she dared not disobey, and shran 
with horror from him when he said that he 
‘**hadn’t heerd nobody a-callin on her.“ The 
Baptist minister tried to persuade her that 
she could be useful elsewhere than in the 
pulpit. He hinted that a certain amount of 
scholarship was necessary to a minister who 
wished to expound the Scriptures intelli- 
gently, or to discuss questions of eccie- 
siastical history or polity. She confronted 
him with the fact she had read 
the encyciopedia and two religious 
newspapers, and was, she rather guessed, 
quite as good a scholar as most of the 
inen who tried to keep women in slavery. 
Then he suggested that a minister, in or- 
der to be able to comfort persons in doubt 
and affliction and point out to inquirers the 
path of duty, should have some knowledge 
of human nature, of the temptations to 
which men and women are exposed, and of 
the ways of the world; but Miss Smith re- 
plied that a woman’s insight into the human 
heart was far clearer than that which any 
man could obtain, and that she knew the 
world perfectly well, for she was 18 years 
old, and had twice spent a week in Baltimore. 
Argument proved of no avail. The young 
woman persisted in being a minister, and, 


like most of her sex, found means to have. 


her own way. She was licensed to preach, 
and in October last became the minister of 
the Eighth-Day Baptist Church of Jehosa- 
phat’s Falls. 

For nearly six months the Rev. Miss Smith 
was really successful. That is to say, peo- 
ple came to hear her preach and said that 
she used beautiful language. Young men of 
hei congregation worked siippers for her, 
and gave her “switches” put up in gilt- 
edged boxes labeled For my Pastor.” 
What was still better, several converts were 
made, so that when the first Sunday in April 
arrived three young men and one colored 
woman were ready for baptism. 

Now, the creed of the Eighth-Day Baptists 
teaches that baptism, in order to be valid, 
must be administered in a running stream. 
The Jehosaphat’s Falls Creek was terrib! 
cold in April, and yet it was the only cree 
in which converts could be baptized. Miss 
Smith did not shrink from herduty. She 
mada a baptismal robe for herself, consisting 
of a blue flannel gown, with thirty pounds 
of shot sewed in the rim of the skirt to keep 
it down. Under this skirt she wore water- 
proof garments, and thus protected, as she 
supposed, she fearlesly entered the stream, 
and, wading out to where it was waist-deep. 
called on the colored woman to come and be 
baptized. 

Miss Smith found that the water was made 
none the warmer by her water-proof gar- 
ments, and she was nearly frozen by the 
time the colored woman reached her side. 
Moreover, she was badly frightened, for the 
current was so strong that it threatened to 
sweep her away. Still, all might have been 
well had not the colored convert shown a 
great unwillingness to be dipped. In fact, 
that 8 person beg to be released 
and to have her baptism postponed until 
warm weather. Indignant at such conduct, 
Miss Smith endeavored to force her convert 
under the water, and in so doing lost her 
footing and disappeared with a dismal shriek. 
She was rescued in a half drowned condition 
by a Methodist spectator, and the following 
week resigned her pulpit, and, marrrying her 
Methodist rescuer, departed for Minnesota. 
She is now convinced that women cannot be 
efficient Baptist ministers, and has jumped to 
the extreme conclusion that immersion is a 
practice unsuited to ladies, and of doubtful 
utility even in warm weather and in the case 
of strong men.

other, to satisfy ourselves of the complicity 
of the Land League, its leaders and abettors;

The cry of the 
League is no longer a protest against arbi- 
trary eviction. It is now an immoral dée 
trine that a tenant may refuse to pay what he 
considers unjust rent, even though he is per- 
fectly able to pay. Thus is an agitation now 
revealed in all its nakedness, of which Arch- 
bishop Croke, an appointed minister of re- 
ligion, professing peace and charity to all 
men. says it is not revolutionary, not an 
Irreligious movement, or a movement calcu- 
lated to injure anybody. It is Gimeult to 
read such words with common patience. It 
is not landlords alone who suffer under 
cruel, lawless terrorism, but hundreds and 
thousands who are dependent on them, such 
as mortgagees of rent-chafges, holders of 
jointures, etc., all of whom are absolutely 


guiltless. 
NO WORD OF SYMPATHY 


for these liopeless victims has eseaped the 
sacred lips of the minister of the Gospel, yet 
Parnell can coolly exhort the Government to 
follow Archbishop Croke’s advice! The au- 
dacity of Parnell in repeating Archbishop 
Croke’s advice in the House of Commous is 
simply astonishing. ‘ Let us see,’ said Arch- 
bishop Croke, ‘whether there will be that 
willingness on the part of the people to sub- 
mit quietly to the terms of the landlords or 
not.’

WILLIAM PENN. 

A report having béen spread that the bones 
of the founder of Pennsylvania were to be 
transferred from their quiet resting-piace in 
Buckinghamshire to America, I determined 
to make a pilgrimage to Jordan’s Meeting- 
house churchyard: I chose June for the 
visit, and duly made my way to Rickmans- 
worth, a quaint little town in Hertfordshire, 
and thence te Chalfont, by confusing and 
winding roads. Chalfont is in the heart of 
Buckinghamshire, It is several miles from 
the railroad station, and is off the highroad, 
yet is historic ground. The little 
burial-ground of the Friends, in which 
Penn is buried is about three miles beyond 
Chalfont, St. Giles. The road is very 
solitary, but very pleasant at this time of 
the year, when the hawthorn and chestnut 
are in full bloom, and the fields are waving 
with young corn. I found that I had hit 
upon the rare occasion of 

AN ANNUAL MEETING OF THE FRIENDS 
of the district. It is almost the only meet- 
ing held here during the whole course of the 
year, and the very matter which took 
me there had brought a large con- 
course of Friends. All had heard, 
or had talked, of the removal of 
Peun's bones, although none believed that it 
could be. All wanted to hear what was sald 
on the subject. Among the number were 
some American Friends who were on their 
travels, and who had devoted the day to see- 
ing aspot which wasso endearing to them. 

AMONG THEM 
were Dr. King, of Baltimore; J. C. Thorn, of 
Baltimore; Amos Haines, of New York, 
and nearly a dozen others.

Only fifteen stones are 
found in all, three being close to 
THE GRAVE OF WILLIAM PENN. 

Near the entrance gate to the left of the 
narrow path a slab points out the graves of 
his five children. On the right of the path is 


| arowof graves, five marked by headstones. 


The second and third are those of Isaac Pen- 
ningtonand his wife, the fourth is that of 
Penn’s first wife, Gulielma Maria; the fifth 
bears the name of William Penn and 
his second wife. To molest any of 
these graves, to molest, most of all, the 
chief among them, that of William Penn, 
would de a desecration. Such was the opin- 
jon of all with whom I spoke, American as 
well as English. They would not like to see 
the graves touched, on any account, They 
bad heard that a sum of money had been col- 
lected to purchase 
A GRAVE FOR PENN’S BONES, 
but they smiled at the simplicity of any one 
who could suppose that money could have 
any effect upon them for anything which 
they intended to do, or which they could be 
induced to do, in the matter. The remains 
would stay where they are forever. 
MINUTES TO THIS EFFECT 
were entered upon the record of the day’s 
proceedings, and a committee was appointed 
o see that nothing was done contrary to 
this resolution, should any direct application 
be made for the removal of 
Penn’s body. Up to the present this 
has not been the case. It should be said that 
those views are in accordance with the wish 
of Col. Stuart, whose wife is a descendant of 
the founder of Pennsylvania, and who still en- 
joys the pension of £4,000 which was granted 
to the family in lieu of the money lent by 
Wmilliam Penn to Charles II.

SALE OF THE PANAMA RAILROAD TO THE 
DE LESSEPS LAND COMPANY.

New York, June 4.—Another important 
step appears to have been taken in the reali- 
zation of the De Lesseps Panama Canal 
project in the arrangement perfected to-day, 
by which under certain conditions that 
remain to. be fulfilled the Canal 
Company acquires the right and title 
to the Panama Railroad, whose codperation 
isan essential factor in the tonstruction of 
the canal. The sale was briefly and in gen- 
eral terms only referred to in these dispatches 
yesterday. It is known that while M. De 

was in. America a number 
of conferences were  heid between 
him and the representatives of the 
railroad interest with a view to 
combining the conflicting interests df the 
two, orat least harmonizing them by such 
concessions as would satisfy the stockholders 
of the railway company. Independent of the 
question of competition after the canal was 
constructed, or of its codperation in the con- 
struction, which was of 
THE HIGHEST IMPORTANCE, 
the Panama Raiiroad Company held such 
concessions from the United States of Col- 
ombia as to render the building of a canal 
upon the route proposed by De Lesseps an 
impossibility without first obtaining their 
consent. At the same time masters 
of the situation, so far as the proposed 
route was concerned, the representatives 
of the Railroad Company were fully alive to 
the fact that the selection of any other possi- 
ble route by M. De Lesseps would obyiate 
the difficulty presented by the concessions 
held by them, and place the great engineer in 
a position to execute his scheme Independent 
of their codperation, as well ag to bid for the 
transportation of freights from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific upon terms with which the 
best equipped railway could searcely com- 
pete successfully. Under the circum 
stances, therefore, it was for the interest of 
both parties to come to some understanding 
by which their codperation could be assured. 
About the middle of May Mr. Trenor W. 
Park, President of the Panama Railwa 
Company, and one of its heaviest stockhold- 
ers, submitted to the representative of M. De 
Lesseps a memorandum of terms upon which 
he and certain gentlemen with whom he was 
associated, owning a majority of the stock, 
WERE PREPARED TO SELL. 
The general terms, according to a statement 
made by Mr. Park to-day, were that Mr. 
Park and his associates were to recelve $250 
pershare for the stock held by them, and 
the cash in the Treasury and all 
bills receivable to de retained in 
the interest of the shareholders, The 
assets thus excepted amounted to about 45 
per ceut of the capital stock, so that the 
actual price demanded was $295 1 share.

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FINANCIAL. 

Transactions in stocks were larger, but the 
movement ot prices was downward. The prin- 
cipal causes for this were heavy realizations, 
the depressing influence of a bad bank state- 
ment, and the industrious circuianon of reports 
as to serious troubie about cutting of rates. 
These latter were supported by definit state- 
ments backed by what was claimed to be the 
best authority.” It was said that the cutting of 
rates by the Erie Road had proceéded 80 far that 
Mr. Vanderbilt had notified it that hereafter he 
should not consider himself bound by 
any freight compacts, and had directed the offi- 
ciais of the Lake Shore and New York Central 
to take freight at what they could get, beginning 
to-morrow. Rates have been eut by the Erie 
Road, but the measure Of retaliation said to 
have been adopted by Vanderbilt is not the 
remedy provided by tlie pool system which 
Vanderbilt and his associates in it have built up 
with so much trouble. Commissioner Fink bas 
been given authority to reduce rates for all to 
the lowest cut made by any road belonging to 
the pool. Tt d not iikely that Vanderbiit, 
who Bas such immense property interests to 
protect, would invite the honors of a gen- 
eral railroad war,—for that ie what it would 
come to before ninety days,—without first ex- 
hausting all the disciplinary powers of the pool. 
But it is certain that no rumor has been for 
some time past set afloatin the stock market 
with better becking than this about a threat- 
ened ratiroad war. 

The principal effect of the rumors was felt on 
the Vanderbilt stocks, putting Canada Southern 
from 77% to 75, with heavy transactions between 
75 and 76: New York Central from 190 to M7%; 
Michigan Centrat from 113 to III: Lake Shore 
from 133 to 1314; and Northwestern from Don 
to 120%. 

Outside of these stocks and Rock Island and 
Illinois Central, there was little weakness. 

Pools were reported to be realizing in the gen- 
erai list. Another reason given for the decline 
of the Vanderbilts was decreased earnings. The 
Union Pacific pool helped to sustain general 
values, and gave out that their stock would soon 
éross New York Oesntral. Some one “close to

THE DERBY. 


Anecdotes and Incidents in Connection 
with the Great Race. 
New York World. 

Never since, on Thursday, May 4, 1780, the 
first Derby was run for—it was regarded as 
of so little consequence that few even of the 
few papers then published noticed it, and the 
first published record of it appeared in an 
evening journal of the ensuing Saturday— 
has there been @ Derby on which so much 
attention is concentrated as on that to be de- 
cided to-day. Within a few minutes after 
“the earthquake shout of victory“ has been 
raised at Epsom the telegraph wires—which 


have replaced the cloud of carrier-pigeons. 


that used to darken the air—will have made 
an end of the hopes and fears of sporting-men 
all over the English-speaking world 
from London te Melbourne and San 
Francisco. No race has so interesting 
a history—even for the non-sporting reader 
—and it isa little curious that it has never 
found a competent historian. English liter- 
ature, art, and history testify to the impor- 
tance of the great contest. The spectacle of 
the quarter ot a million of people on the 
Surrey Downs is one to which the attention 
of the intelligent foreigner in England is 
very properly drawn by all English writers, 
and which many an intelligent foreigner has 
analyzed and described, not to mention for- 
eigners less intelligent who have celebrated 
Milord Williams driving to Epsom behind 
his chestnut mare with which he had thrice 
won the Derby Stakes! Scientists have 
studied the phenomenon of the flush which 
colors a myriad of gazing faces during the 
running and instantly changes to a percepti- 
ble pallor as the result becomes apparent. 
Lord Palmerston, —himselfſa turfman,—when 
Premier in 1857, moved an adjournment 
“over the day on which our * isthmian 
games’ are celebrated,” a name which has 
clung to the race like that of “the blue 
riband of the turf” applied to it by Mr. Dis- 
raeli.

The Legislature has passed the bill for an 
extension of the Lake Shore drive. At pres- 
ent the Lake Shore drive terminates at Oak 
street, and the Commissioners of Lincoin 
Park desire to extend it to the Water-W orks. 
They had anthority under existing statutes 
to take private property by condemnation for 
that purpose. The extension of the drive- 
way, however, would embrace Pine street, 
from Oak street ®the Water Works, and the 
bill just pass authorizes the Commission- 
ers to take that pertion of Pine street.

There was an important sale at publ® 
auction yesterday afternoon, conducted by 
the Chicago Real Estate Exchange. It was
